Whenever a horse driven by my-
self has balked T have got out of my
earringe and gone to his fore foot,
lifted it frony the ground and slruck
the shoe a few short blows. with a
stone or with a wreneh (which F*al-
ways carry in my earriage). I hav
never failed to siart a horse in that
very simple way, and I have on sev-
eral ocgasions -had balky horses
which exhrusted the pntlcnce of all
former owners.
